0UTMGE8 ON ARMENIANS. 

Action of the Amerlcein 'v' Govern- 
ment in Gonneotlon With 
the Special Inqniry. 



The United States Have Appointed a 
Commlssiontir to 
AsBist. 



Wasiiington, Doo. 11.— The President 
to-day sent to the Senate in rosponae to the 
Hoar resolution the Armenian oorceapond- 
onoe and a copy of a cablegram to Minister 
Terrell. The Secretary says : 

.!''The department has received no In- 
formation in rof^ard to the alleged cruel tiea 
committed upon Armenians in Turkey, 
other than the atatements that have been 
made by the Turkish government, tho cur- 
rent reports in the press and two telegraphic 
reporta from the legation of tho U.S. at 
Constantinople. Tltese statements and re- 
porta contain nothing as to any orneltles 
committed upon persnns who are described 
in the roaolutiona aa citi/.ona, who have de- 
clwred their intention to become natural- 
i/,t/d. ' In the absenoe of antbentic 
iaforoiBtion aa to the matters in 
vacation, no expoatulations have boon 
addreaaed to tho government of 
Turkey oonoerning them. As to the pro- 
posals made to, this, government to act in 
concert "with other" Christian power?, on 
tho 30th nit. the American minister at 
Constantinople telegraphed that the Sul- 
tan had oxprogaed u doairo that a citizen 
of tho Unitod States should accompany a 
V'urkiah oommission " to investigate the 
alleged cruelties." This solicitation, which 
is duubtlees one of the proposals referred 
to in the recent publio rumors was, though 
fully appreciated, declined. 

" It is obvioua that the intervention of 
tho United States at tho aolicitation of 
Turkey, in » matter to which treaty stipu- 
Utions exprcasly relate, would not have 
been timely and judicious either on the 
score of propriety or of expedienoy. On 
the contrary, it might have proved to be 
exceedingly embarrassing to tho European 
powers whose duty it is to see that the 
guarantees in favor of tho Armenians are 
executed. Subsequently, however, the Brit- 
ish government, one of the principal signa- 
tories of the treaty of Berlin, having taken 
steps in the matter, expressed a desire that 
a capable and upright citizen of the United 
States might participate with the oommis- 
sion in an investigation, now to be made. 
With this request, which was supported by 
the Porte, it was decided to comply and 
Mr. Jewett, ooDsiil of,the United States at 
Sivaa, was deaignated for the doty. It is 
therefore aupeiQuoaa to say that it is the 
desire of the department that a complete 
and impartial investigation may be made of 
the.matters referred to in the resolution of 
tb(s senate to the end that the facts may be 
fully elicited, and the requirements of jus- 
tice and humanity, as well as the treaty 
stipulations, duly observed." 

The following message was sent to Minis- 
tor Terrill, at Constdntinople, under date 
of December 5 : ' Since my telegram of tho 
2ad inst. declining the participation of this 
government in the proposed investigation of 
the reported ooourronof a at Sessoam, your 
supplementary telegram of the samo dato 
baa been received. The Turkish minister 
yesterday repeated the Sultan's desire that 
an American join the Turkish commissioners 
in the ioveatigation, and, moreover, tho 
British government, a p*rty to the treaty of 
Berlin, has expressed its desire that a cap. 
able and upright citiz'n of the United 
States participate and report his individual 
c:incluaiong. 'The President therefore directs 
that Mr. Jewett, coasui at Sivaa, accom- 
pany tho Turkish committee, not, however, 
as a member of it, to the tiistriot in which 
tho alleged atrocities wore committed, and 
after full and impartial investigation report 
the facta for the information of his govern- 
ment. He will not join the Turkish or 
other oommiesioners in any report. You 
will inform the minister of foreign affairs, 
and if necessary ask proper escort for Mr. 
Jewett. (Signed) Obesuam. 

Vienna, Deo. 11. — Deapatobes from Con- 
stantinople, indicate that the Armenian 
question is likely to lead to the resignation 
of the Tnrkiah ministry. Tho Sultan ia be- 
lieved to be greatly exeroised over tho 
movement of tho Powers in the matter, and 
to await the nisult of Iho cotniniBoion'a in- 
(|uiry wiMi concern. Ic ia Ij'.'lii.'ved that 
HuHnia, Friince, Italy, and ijoasihly Austria 
will support Grout liritain, wlileh is sup- 
posed to be awaiting tlio moral support of 
the Powers before taking further action. 

TO LOSE THEIR VETO. 

Tho Government Strong and Determined to 
BeducB the Fewer of the Lords. 

London, Deo, 11.— The Prime Minister, 
Lord Roaebery, in a speech in Davenport 
this evening, contended that tho govorn- 
monb was now stronger than i(a most 
oangulno supporters ventured last spring to 
predict. Ho compared tho small loss of 
Boata euotalnod by tho Liberals in the pro- 
aent parliumont with tho losses Buatainod 
by tho I'lst govornmonl. Tho miniotera, ho 
said, were determined, if tho power should 
be given to them, to deprive the Lords of 
their absolute veto forever.

Here- 
after the quarterly reports of the operations 
of the department together with informa- 
tion relative to new tariff ohanges and gen- 
eral commercial information will be pub- 
lished. Tho first copy was issued to-day. 

An analysis of the industrial census of 
1891 is being \ade by George Johnson, 
Dominion statistician. The report when 
completed will show bow unfounded ia the 
complaint that the industrial development 
of tho decade wos magnified by tho inclus- 
ion of trivial industries in* the category of 
industrial establishments.

TUPPER AT NANAIMO. 



Enthusiastic Eeception Given to the 
Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries. 



He Addresses a Larjre Number of 
Citizens on Prominent Ques- 
tions—Banquet. 



Nanaimo, Deo. 11. — (Special) — Sir 
Charles Topper and party arrived here 
this afternoon and were escorted by repre- 
sentative citizens to the Windsor hotel. 
Though only a brief onnounoemont had been 
made tho opera house was crowded to hear 
Sir Charles on the questions of the day. 
His reception was eapecially cordial and 
frequent bursts of applause greeted the 
apeaker as ho scored heavily against the so- 
phistrioa of the Liberal party. Mr. J. Pau- 
Bon occupied the chair and introduced 

Sir Charles, who oponod by saying ho 
should like to have aeon more of this im- 
portant point, but must be content to see 
the men who bad made it what it ia 
at tho present moment. Most of the irr.* 
pnrtant moves which have been Urged 
on the government for this aeotlon are, be 
said, in a way to successful solotipB- Re- 
garding recent charges be would only ask 
for the same spirit of fair play which was 
oharaoteristlo . of the province, In Vic- 
toria he had explained away one of tho most 
important charges against tho governnioDt, 
and had shown that no administration oould 
guarantee to prevent stealing. Tho govern- 
ment does not deny that there has been 
stealing, but could show that proper punish- 
ment had followed, and would defy anyone 
to show that any minister had had a hand 
iu tho matter. After dealing with the old 
stock scandals and disposing of 
them in an ablo manner, the 
apoakor turned to tho trade question. 
The National Policy aa understood since 
1878 waa, ho contended, required ut no time 
so much as now. Id has worn well, has 
lived down attacks upon it and maintained 
the Conservative party in power for sixteen 
years. Just now tho Liberals are busy ask- 
ing if a general elcotion is legal. If this 
policy is so bad, what could bo happier for 
them than a general election and a chance 
to change the administration. It would ap- 
pear that the Liborale are not as ready for 
an election ua they would have people 
think. Thoy all • know the National 
Policy ? Did they know tho Liberal 
policy. If tho Liberala wore asked 
to define the Liberal policy they would be 
oompelled to ask which, Mr. Blake's, Mr. 
Mackenzie's or Mr. Lanrier'a, all wero so 
diffiarent. At the last general election Mr. 
Laurier did not talk free trade as at present. 
He was then tor qiciDtinental free trade, 
which would have tied up the country and 
diacrlminated against all goods except Am- 
erican. The inoonaiatenoies of Mr. Laurier 
and hia party wore dwelt on at length. Sir 
Charles being greeted with applause. The 
Conservative party ia conatantly laboring 
for tt.rifT reform os tho nonds of the country 
demand it. Sir Charles closed by asking a 
careful comparison of tho two parties and 
what they had done for tho country. 

At the ologe of the meeting tho party wore 
entertained at a banquet. Sir Charles 
Tupper expresasd himself well pleaMd with

The Completion of the Cable Certain 
and the Steamship Service 
Assured. 



LoNDoK, Doo. 11, — Hon. Henry ^Wrixon, 
of Victoria, a delegate to the recent Inter- 
colonial conferonco in Ottawa, lectured in 
LopdoQ this evening on the result of the 
confereaoe. He followed substMitially the 
outlines already given. Sir Charles Tupper 
presided in the absence of the Marquis of 
Lorno. In tho discussion which followed 
Mr. Wrixon's speech. Lord Bras- 
Bey said ho rejoiced that both the 
Earl of Jersey and Mr, Wrixon had 
omphasizad the advantiigo of a closer union. 
If tho objoots of tho conference oould be 
cfTootod tho result would bo of immense 
Value to Groat Britain. Sir .lolm Thomp. 
Bon, tho Canadian premier, who waa cordi- 
ally received, remarked that there waa a 
strong feeling in Canada in favor of the- 
Cable and steamship projects and that 
the Canadians awaited with interesb 
the action of Great liritain in tho 
matter. The cable problem waa too great a 
one for the colony to solve, but Canada's 
and Australia's willingncsa to grant sub- 
sidies, rendered tho completion of a cable 
eveotally certain, the cost being thus re« 
duced §1,000,000 below the amount ex- 
pected, The Canadian parliament's vote on 
eteauiahip aubsidies indicated that the steam- 
ship projeot was also assured of auooeas. 
The result would be a great increase of 
iQteroolonial trade and cloaer union.

Space as well as time proveuted the 
publiaation yoaterduy morning of a. full re- 
port of the oouoludiDg portion of the olo- 
qaenfe and interesbinK address delivered by 
Sir Charlea H. Tapper to the splendid 
meeting of oitlzsns at the Victoria theatre. 
The matters dealt with »re, however, of 
auoh iniportanoa that do apology is neccs 
airy for continuing the report now, and 
giving in fall Sir Cbarlea' closing remarks, 
partlcnlarly as eoveral local qaostions wore 
very fully dealt with. 

Sir Charles Xupper, continniog to discuss 
the financial condition of the Dominion and 
the judioiona way in which its affiira had 
been, administered, Biid : I have re- 
ferred to banking men and fiaanoial men, 
now let me give you the opinion of Lord 
Bipon, colonial seoretary, delivered at a 
public meeting held in the city of London 
last year. In discussing tho oxpouditiiros 
made in this country Lord Ripon referred to 
the growth of our credit, Domiuiuu per 
cenlB Bolliug at lOIi.J, and said : " 1 put this 
(jueution to this uaaembly. What bettor 
ovideuco could iliere bo that your expendi- 
tures have been wise, and hiivo beun to tho 
beuitic of your country." (Cheers ) I 
come from a p.irt of this ccuQiry whore wo 
have had to li)^hl for our politioil lives in 
conuecliou wiili a largo pare of that (C.l'.R ) 
pxpeudiiuro. My Irieud Mr. Fraser of 
(iuyeboro used to aak my opponents 
to strike mo doivu booauao tho Liberal- 
Coneervativu lenders had tried to impnae 
a heavy oblig;\tion upon tho Eiatern coun- 
ties for ttio sole bouetit of tho Weatern pro- 
vinces, out of which expendiiurea the people 
in my countlea woro told they were to re- 
ceive no bentdt. Bat all these old diflijul- 
tiea and prejudices are dyiug out in tho 
EiSt, and I say, God help the Conaerva- 
tive party, and Ood help the country, if 
after all we have had to do in order to carry 
on these public worlds there should be any 
of this feeling shown in that part of the 
country which more than once enabled the 
Conservative party to carry out that policy 
which has won the support and good 
opinion of the sister colonies in every part of 
the ^ritiftb Empire. (Cheers. ) 

TVith respect to Mr. Laarier I would 
quote him as a witness of the suosesa of the 
National Policy. L^ok at what the coun- 
try's credit is in spite of the Liberal oppo- 
sition, and see it also in the testimony I 
give from his own lips. I would have paid 
that gentleman's expenses to Victoria to 
have that statement from him. (Liughter ) 
In tho East we havo been going through a 
fight that threatened to drivo one province 
in'O opposition against the sister provinces. 
Mr. Laurier has a certain number of lieu- 
tenants. Mr. Finlding ia au able lieuten- 
ant. Ho la tho I'rumierof Nova .Scotia and 
presided at the Liboral convention held in 
Ottawa in 1S93, Air. Jones is another 
lieutenant ; he was a colleague of tho late 
Mr, Mackenzie. Then there ia Mr. Davies, 
of tho Maritime Provinces, another lieuten- 
ant. I would like to let you havo a little 
insight into something which I claim shows 
more than anything else the splendid 
results of the National Policy. All these 
gentlemen whom I have named have j jined 
not merely to set province against province, 
but to break up confcdoralion by stirring up 
jealousy and ill will. Their contention in 
every campaign down to tho present time 
has beon that tho money raised by the 
National Policy has been tquandored in the 
Far ^^ est to the detriment of the people by 
tho Atlantic seaboard. Mr. Fielding wrote 
to the London Standard that the Canadian 
Qovemment was sqaandering money in the 
Far West. Mr. Jones, who calls himself a 
.Canadian by act of parliament, preached 
much the same doctrine in 1888. Mr. Davles 
in 1803, only ono year ago, In referring to 
the time when Prince Edward Island joined 
the confederation, referred to it as "the time 
when wennfortunutely joined confederation." 
But Mr. Laurier has recently visited this 
country, for which tho Conservative party 
was willing to risk its political life in 
bringing it into federation. After sixteen 
years of the National Policy, he said in Vic- 
toria that "tho timo had come when the 
country realized that Canadian citizenship 
was worth livicg for, or dying for, if need 
be." (rromendous cheering ) What better 
testimony could I give 'i We had to fight in 
other provinces to make that C-inudian citi- 
zsnship worth living for, worth dying for. 
(Cheerc. ) Wo have endeavored to put down 
race prejudicoe. Thank God we havo nearly 
lived them down. (Cheers ) I boliovo wo 
are now strong enough to stamp th«m out. 
(Cheers.) 

A Voice — What about the post ofTioo ? 

Sir Charles Tapper — If tho Liberals had 
1)060 in power, and bad acted to this pro- 
vince the same as thoy did between tho 
years 1874.8, no Liberal would be aakingsuoh 
a question. They did nut go in forpoat oflicrs 
at all in those days. Tbey bad nob tho 
money. (Laughter.) My friend Mr. 
Laurier has made the statement that, in 
order to bring about free trade and lower 
taxation, there would be a poltojr of re- 
trenobment, and whether in Victoria or 
not, he has said there would be a reduction 
of from three to four million dollars in the 
expenditure. I wish to aak these business 
men hore to night how they can reconcile 
this statement with tho statements made in 
other parts of the Dominion ? He has aug- 
geated that further improvements should be 
made hero. Ho referred to public works at 
another point and suggested that further 
improvemoijtj should bo made there. 
Ho is bound to a scheme to con- 
nect Piinco Edward Island with the 
mainland by moans of a tunnel. He is 
bound by the Quebec conference to increase 
tho provincial Bubaidiea of tho vatlnus prov- 
inces. Will some ono explain to mo how 
ho is going to reduce taxation by threo or 
four million dollars ? (Laughter and cheers.) 
(D^e'difficulty is that wo must raise oven 
more money than wo have done in any 
previous yoar to moot tho existing charges 
upon the treasury of this country. It is 
not a <iuoation of reduction. It is a ques- 
tion of getting more to spend not of spend- 
ing less. 

If we had not had a protootive tarifT 
where oould we have raised tho money to 
carryHltin the extensive public works of 
CanadihT Where could we. have raieod the 
money for our magnificent o.«nal^ system — 
where the' money to build theiraiiwaywbioh 
now joins the provinoea anci makes a united 
Dominion? Under the;"^'Maakenzie rule 
there was no money f or aii^h Works.i !>^Here> 
toforetho policy ot the iLibeials. has :been 
retrenchment, not expenditure* Ibeyttalk 
now of iaoreaaiog the expenditure and,

Sarine, penny wise and pound foolish party, 
ir. Laurier talks of now expenditure. 
But, his p.trty persistently, in parliameat 
and out of parliament, opposed the great 
transoontinental railway j ' bis party is on 
record as saying that the oonstrdation of 
the main line alone was enough to cause 
national b mkruptcy, and now, how in the 
name ( f oommnu oenso, can tbey ask you to 
boliovo them when tht y say tlu'y will givo 
you everything you wautV It ia onu thing, 
ladies and gonllt-min, to havo pstformanoof, 
it; is another thing 1 t^y to havo promises, 
and whether your net-du mid demando as u 
grov;ing proviuce h:ivo beon fully met by 
tho Liheral-(jonnervativo government in the 
paat or nof, I havo to show you tho record 
when the Grits Vr-ero in power, and tho re- 
cord that wo havo made while we havo beon 
in power, and on that iaiuo I am 
willing to take tho vordiut. We 
may not have met, au fully and 
promptly as wo should havo dune, the 
gro.viug demanda and incroauing expendi- 
tiireaof this proviiioe, but wo belluvo that 
so far as the reaourceu at our diapoaal would 
permit, wo have beon steadily overtaking 
thesu needs, steadily performing tiieae 
works, to tho benefit and ndvantugo of thie 
province. (Applauoo.) And in addition to 
the amount expended on tho main lino of 
that great tranacoutiuontal railway, wo 
have to show you over a million dollars 
voted by tho Liberal-Conservative govern- 
ment at Ottawa to aid in the ooustruotion of 
branch railways which you uood in this 
provinco to devolp your vast resources, aud 
every dollar of that money was voted in face 
of opposition from theao people who now 
claim to be your friends, but, who, 
you will liud, had not in rospoot cf that 
oxpendituro ono kindly word or one 
kindly action to record. (Applause.) 
I do not claim that in doing this we have 
done more than our duty, aye, we may not 
have done every thins wa might have done, 
but the point that I am making is this, and 
I want you to seriously consider it— think 
what these gentlemen did when they had 
the opportunity, and compare it with what 
we have done, and consider it well before 
you throw away the friends who have done 
their best to serve you and who in many 
matters have succeeded fairly well. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Now f would like again to come back to 
the question that Mr. Laurier referred to 
when ho was here in this city — the trade 
issue — because some friend of mine in the 
audience has stated that Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, tho chief lieutenant of Mr. Liurier, 
ia a " tariff reformer." Now if you will bo 
good enough to permit mo to relor again to 
what Mr. Laurier said when hero, I would 
like to call to your n^inds, as au introduc- 
tion to this part of tho sulij !ct, some of 
tho curlouH phaaea of tho J^iberal party 
and some of tho wonderful changes through 
which it has gone (laughter)— and there 
have been so many changes that it is a most 
ditbcult thing to follow, a most difficult 
thing for friend or foe, supporter or oppon- 
ent to keep crack of it. (Laughter.) I 
have referred to tho interesting changes of 
front that tho Liberals havo been making, 
and aro making at the present day, and how 
difficult it is to find out at all what it 
moans, but whatever it means it is a curious 
thing that the bulk of the Liberal party aro 
ready and willing at all times in all places 
to cheer Mr. Laurior's policy, and support 
it, following the gyrations of their leader 
whether he ia advocating continental 
free trade, unrestricted reoiprocity, free 
tradr, tariff reform, or tariff for revenue 
only. (Laughter and applause.) Do you 
know, they tell a story down in my 
part of the country in referenoe to a wagon 
that used to come round and take the hens 
and other farm produots, such things as are 
produced by what is known as " mixed 
farming," but which, by the way, I under- 
stand to bo a dangerous subjooB in these 
parts. (Laughter.) This wagon used to take 
the lions tn market, and the bona legs would 
be tied up together for the journey, and do 
you know they at last got so accustomed to 
having their logs tic<l up in this fashion, 
that when they used to boo tho wagon com- 
ing they would all run and lie down on tho 
ground on their backs and hold up their legs 
to bo tied. (Continued laughter.) And even 
in Victoria it ia amusing to see that there 
are soine Liberals who aro ready to follow 
their leader on the policy of unrestricted ro- 
c prooity, free trade, continei til freetrtde, 
or tariff rtforni, and at his onll to throw up 
their ISj^s to bi tied, (L rng and continued 
laughter.) And '^now 1 ask you ; ns 
u plain, ordinary, every day man, 
doing with others hia little beat 
to assist in the building up of the 
country, isn't it rather hard on the Liberal 
followers that their polished leader, a iiiau 
of eloijuence and charms, who can speak 
what he thinks in words of force — isn't it 
rather hard on his followers that this man 
should come to Victoria and to all theao 
Western points, at the eighty meetings ho 
held — I hope I am correctly informed as to 
the 'exact number — and liaving made a 
speech to hia party, go away withont having 
told them what his policy is now ? Free 
trade an issue I That is what Mr. Liurier 
uaid in hia speech in this city, and wo might 
aa reasonable men have expected that would 
be what we would havo to meet, but when 
wo get down a little lower in tho same 
spoeoh I Sod the same gentleman ohane- 
ing hia sentiments and saying that 
this ideal policy which is ao good 
cannot be brought about even if 
bio Ijiboral party were to bo put into power 
to morrow. Hia uenlliiienta nrn for free 
trade; but thouKh t hat ia according to his 
idea tho right policy ho would not carry it 
out. (A "oico, " Hear, hear.") A friend of 
mine in tho audience Hnya "hear, he.ir," but 
will thb olcctora say "hear, hear" to ouch a 
policy aa that — a policy whieh prao;ically 
tolls the electors at the ballot box that black 
is white, and ho aska them to believe that'.' 
But, sir, tho men who control t)io elfctionii 
in this country aro tho same as thoao who 
control tho elections in all parts of V\n- 
ada, they are men who think and 
raaion and who try to come to honest prac- 
tical oonduslons about these questions. 
A Voice — How about McCarthy ? 
Sir Charles Tuppor— Ho ia a Inck niim- 
bor. (Laughter and applauae ) Mr. Luirior 
said, too, that hia mieaion waa to proaoh 
free trade aa thoy carried it out in lOugland, 
but he did not venture to explain just bow 
they did carry it out in England. I^ot mo 
tell you an experience of mine. On ono oc- 
casion I wont to Monoton, down in tho 
Eistern provincta, and I addressed a meet- 
ing of the olootors. I mado my little speech 
and told them about free trade us thoy have 
it in ICogland, aud I said this is the free 
trade that they havo — free trade which 
tuxes their tea, and their colToo and their 
sugar, their servants, the revonuoB of their 
railways, their paper, n,\c\ in faob almoBt 
everything. No matter whore u man might 
go, tho tax gatherer fullowa and collects hia 
imposts on all, and I said to my hearers at 
MonotoD, "That, my friends, Is the Liberal 
policy as Mr. Laurier has declared It." My 
mooting nvidently|didn't want that kind of a 
policy— and voted oobfidenoe In tho govern- 
meut in a vote of thanks that was passed to 
me. Everything was lovely, and then came 
aloDganothar leading Liberal llentettanb in 
the Basi', Mr. Davlea of Prince Edward 
Island. He said, Why that Minister of 



Marino and Fisheries must be an idiot to 
suppose that we are going to have any auoh 
policy aa that ] If 4ie thinks we are going 
to have free trade " as . they havo 
ib In England, ' why ' all I'vo got 
to say is that be wants to go 
to sohool again," (Applause' aud ohoore. ) 
So you see the differed from Mr. Laurlor, but 
let us see"' how Mr. .Laurier himself got 
alongfrin'this'^very.saine speeoh from which 
I have been quoting. . Aiter be had praised 
up free trade to the skies, and damned pro- 
tection and high tariff up hill and down 
dale, what did he go on tu siy? Why that 
this gnapel of bis was only an ideal, and could 
not be put in force. 

Here is au extraordinary proiiuot of Can- 
adian politioi. y\ I hing ib right aud ought 
to bu put in!o piaciice, aud hero is a man 
who kiunvj that, and preaches It, and atill if 
hi' h.ul a chance would not put it into prac- 
tioo ! Lut those who know Air. Lvurior say 
that ihid ill notao surpriuing. What havo I 
uoen him do in tho Dominion parliament'; 
I'o hear him speak in ihu debate on tho 
(|uoation of ratifying the French treaty ono 
would think that tho propoaition was abso- 
lutely ridiculous and uoueousical, and had 
not tho faintest ground for support, yet, 
after all was said, whit did ho do but vote 
for :'t ' (L.iughtor. ) His policy out hero 
when he opened hia spoecb waa an ideal one, 
and then aa he progreaaed ho became moro 
open and more sincere and ho told you that" 
oven if the Liberals went into power with a 
largo majoi iiy of supporters to back them 
up Buoh a policy as ho propounded was not 
capalile of being adopttd Are you going to 
vote for a policy like that V 

A Voice — "It'a a good policy. ' 
Sir Charles Tupper — A good policy ia it V 
la that tho answer that reason dictatoa, ur 
docs not reason aay that no thinking man 
will vote for any policy wliich its very pro- 
poser declares solemnly cannot bo brought 
about? Now, ladies and gentlemen, I say 
that free trade ia possible in this country, I 
say that we can by a stroke of the pen, if we 
so desire, throw otT the taxes now oolleoted 
at our customs houses — a stroke of the pen 
would do it. But that ia not what Mr. 
Laurier means. 1 will tell you what he 
means when he says that a free trade policy 
oould not be adopted in Canada, He means 
simply that the business of the country 
would be ao oonvutled that its industries, 
oommeroe and trade would not under free 
trade be carried on one month or one day 
withont a total collapse. That is the reason 
thot this wonderful theory — this great and 
grand ideal — cannot bo adopted, aud that is 
why people in this country tako it up tend- 
erly and handle it with care. (Cheera.) The 
Liberal Cui-Scrvalivoa aro not a parly of 
ideals but cf jiraotical men, and we havo 
but ono ideal that wo atrivo for, which ia tho 
great national ideal. Wo aro and v. o prc- 
poao to bo practicrl statesmen, dealing with 
practical propositions having in view 
tho progress and advancement of 
our groat Canadian unity, bub tho 
men who say that their sentiment ia free 
trade, that their ideal ia free trade, that 
their goil ia free trade, aay that it is not 
oven poasiblo ; yet Mr. Laurier is tho man 
who says that after the next general elec- 
tion be will " out of! tho head of protection 
and trample its body under hia feet " 1 I 
would like to know bow he is going to do 
that if he U not going to give you free 
trade. Talk ab.iut tariff for revenue only 
and tariff for protection. I know of no 
tariff' that has not in it tho element of pro- 
tection. Thero cannot be a free trade tariff, 
so far as I have ever beon able to learn, in 
any political economy, and for that proposi- 
tion I will give you as my authorities two 
names, Gobden, the father of free trade in 
England, and Sir Richard Cartwrlght, who 
was the minister of financa in the govern- 
ment of the late Alexander 'Mackenzie. 
These two men ought to be good authorities, 
though they do not see eye to eye with me 
on political questions. 

What docs Mr. fjiurier say when is comes 
down to the timo just before tho general 
olecions ? What did he siy at Oakvillo in 
ISSSand at Montreal in IS91, when he re- 
pudiated hia free trade doctrines and do 
cleared that if he were returned to power 
the tariff' would not bo abolished or oven 
lowered beciuao under the preaont condition 
of things the tariff was a necessity in order 
to raise tho revenue ? Follow him even this 
year before he left Ontario for his Western 
tovr and tho Weatern eighty speeches, when 
ho Bald tho tariff mast stay practically as it 
waa ; and, ladiea and gentlemen, if ti 
would permit and I could lake advantage of 
the great courtesy you aro extending to me 
to-night in listening so patiently, I could 
show you that only last session in the Houso 
of Comnions the first lieutenant of the leader 
of the opposition. Sir Richard Cartwrlght, 
declared that in view of our reaponaibilities, 
and in view of the works at preaent in band, 
it was impoeaible to look for any reduction 
in the taxation. 



Some people think that wo have enor- 
mously iiicrouaed the liirilf, and Kngliahmeu 
coming to thia c mntry from tho mother land 
aro at once taken with that idea. It ia 
wroni;. I claim that we aro in no sense a 
McKinloylte party. Wo aro not a high 
tariff puny. Wo keep two ideas in view, 
and we have done so conaieteutly ever aincu 
1878. Thoao two ideas are thoao, lirat to 
BO arrange the tariff that we can moot tho 
fixed charges, and carry on necessary public 
works, and aleo to ao arrange it that in tho 
levying of dulioa we put upon foroinn goods 
coming into thia country and computing 
with Canadian labor, Canadian capital ami 
Canadian industry, a share of tho fxpenao 
of the government ; and I say that instead 
of the fact boiny that wo havo tried to keep 
up a high tariff, the fact is that we havo 
made a steady and an honest endeavor to 
out down tlie rate so as not to 
givo undue advantage to any interest. 
(Cheert.) We are trying, as we have 
always endeavored to do, to give the native 
induatries a ohanoe to develop, and in that 
wo aro doing what every other natidlB under 
God's aim lias done, including llia Mother 
C'uuntry. (Cheera.) There never waa u 
country that became a nation without some 
such polioy. (Cheers ) Let me prove my 
assertion that wo have not beon a party for 
high tariff or exossaive taxation, 'rheao re- 
sulta aro interesting, if the calculationa aro 
not, and they will allow you whether or not 
wo liavo onormoualy innrenaua tho taxation. 
Our friends havo been in tho habit of toll- 
ing you that the taxes have run up from 
twenty ilireo millions to thirty eight mil- 
liona. No well informed Illiberal in tho 
world would take mo into his corliJonoo 
and toll mo in jirivate that ho believes in it, 
bub that is what they oay. Now there 
aro taxes, and there is revenue that 
ia not taxes. Tako tho post r.lTioo 
for instance ; there is a revenue 
from that that can in no way bo termed 
taxes- Thorn ia a sorvico rendered and a 
charge made for it, and no ono will or oan 
call that taxes. There are tho receipts for 
the oxaise. tho fines, tho public railways, re- 
ooipts from various bouroes, and in no coun- 
try in tho world that I know of are thoy 
terbied taxes. Th»y are, us I said, roturrs 
for work dono or sorvioos rondernd. In 
1801 wa raispd altogether $37,303,373, and 
in 1876 $23,713,071, .Now,, aooitrding ,to 
Mr. Laurier, chat shows it direot increase in 
the taxes of no less than thirteen miiltons of 
dollars. They say tliat is a terrible inorease. 
Follow me for a moment and yon will see 
that it is nothing of the kind. ' The oustoms 
receipts in 1876 were $16,351,011 instead 



of $23,000,000 , as our friends would 
have yoQ beiieva,.and in 1894 the revenue 
from tbo customs wiM $19,108,640. This is 
an inorease of '<tliiee "millions .jnstead of 
thirteen millions as- our ' friends would 
tell you. Thia ia a long period of years, 
from 1875 to 180-1, and the exocos if 
oxponditure, I should again remind you, has 
been mado up of the receipts from post 
ofTioes, public railways, exolae and the like. 
The population of Canada at the lowest 
estimate in 1876 was four millions, and in 
180-1, Ob tho very lowest estimate, it was 
five millions. Are not those fair f!;{urea to 
tako? Tho double extremes? Tho taxa- 
tion by tho ountoma in 1875 was in round 
uumbora iifceea millions aud iu LSOl nine- 
teen rr.illiooB, or in other words tho taxa- 
tion by tho cu.itoma in 1875 was SI per 
head luid in )S9I tho taxation was alao 
SI! S I por liead. I have given my fi<^uroa in 
the li.L;bt of tiny. 1 have snade my calcula- 
tions, and it uhowa a remarkable reaulr, and 
you can hear it in mind when you aro told 
by Mr. Liiuierand bis party how terribly 
high tlie tax ition ia and that wo have in- 
creaseil it so wonderfully. J5ut thia ia not 
tho only v.'ay in which a similar result is 
shown. Take another teat ai:d I am dono. 
Taking the imports iu 1850, ISliO and 1H7U, 
if you takd the amount of duty caliected from 
tho various imposts on trade, dutiable aud 
non-dutial)lo articles, you will find that tho 
rate in 1S50 waa 1-1 J per cent ; in 1800, it 
was in per cent, aud iul870 was lU percent. 
At the end cf tho Mackenzie government 
in 1878 tho taxation was about 1:^ per cent, 
estimated in tho samo way, and 1 give theso 
figures OH nearly aa may bo. In 1870 tho 
rate was M.Jj per cent, ond iu 1891 05 the 
rato ia in liiu inimediato neighborhood of 15 
per cent., but not exactly that, though very 
noarly. These aro some points worth think- 
ing over. Tncso are causes that give the 
government of the day somo reason for con- 
gratulation, when we know that tho taxes 
have boon kept praotically on a level and 
we have been able to carry ou and eustaiu 
large public expenditures ; have built great 
public works of practical national utility, 
and have kept the credit of 0.\nada eo good 
that ib now attracts the attention of the 
greatest fiaanoierf who regard our policy as 
aound and stable. (Cheers.) 

Now, then, I am under great obligations 
to you for this additional kindness and 
courtesy to night. Some ot my good Liberal 
fri^dsjhavefrum lime'frtimeaMlstedme to- 
night, and as from time to timo I havo ven- 
tured to deal Willi itiem, I think I might 
also add that I am indebted to them for 
what has been porb-iiif the best part of the 
evening's fun ; for afier all political history 
ia becoming familiar aud more familiar to us 
everyday, and rightly so. "Shreds aud 
patches " the Maruiino Provinces ond Brit- 
ish Columbia wore termed after tho last 
general elections when the announcvmenb 
was made that the provinco of Ontario had 
gone against the government and that the 
Conservatives owed their political life to tho 
outside provinces. Very familiar to me was 
the Eastern part of tho shreds and patches, 
and now that I have seen something 
of this beautiful patch on the Pacific 
— finding, as I do, many a man whose came 
ia as familiar as my own, for I have met hero 
many men who firat aaw the light of day tn 
the Eaatorn shred Nova Sootia, I cannot 
but feel moro and more the pride in my 
heart that X am a Canadian citizan, and 
a citizen of no mean country. (Cheers.) 

Speaking in this city Mr. Laurior said that 
tho timo bad come when Canadians realize 
that Canadian citizenship was worth living 
for and worth dying for if need be, and that 
ia exactly the aentiment that we aa Gana- 
diana have been developing and stimulating, 
and if you wish to eee oonaummated many 
aohemes that in the past have done most 
good to the country, if you wish to see con- 
summated the undertakings that moan for 
this western half of our great country the 
inorease of wealth and prosperity ; if after 
having developed our oanal system and our 
great railway|system, our great lines of ocean 
steamships now to Australasia and the Far 
East — and wo hopo boou to have another 
great lino upon the Atlantic — thou I aay 
that is the soniiment that must rule, that 
ono and all wo feel that indeed Canadian 
citizenship ia worth living for and dying for 
if need be. And then I say that the great 
Liberal-Conservative party of Canada will 
again triumph aa it has triumphed iu tho 
piist, and in that triumph tho country will 
have at least the same reaaon for congratu- 
lation that has won fur it already eucomiuma 
such aa I have referred to, and which, in 
time, will bring thia Canadian sentiment to 
that pitch when tho people will insist on 
having their ideal defended by both the 
Liberal and Conservative parties, and will 
give thcin pluck, above all things faith in 
tho country and a determination that, come 
what may — ono party or tho other being 
dominant for the timo being — the Canadian 
nationality must and shall bo maiutainod. 
(Cheers and continued applause.) 

Aid. Wilson— I would like to call tho at- 
tention of the Commissioner of Marino and 
Fisheries to a public meeting that was called 
in thia city laat month on the post office 
question. (Applanse.)i Mr. Chairman, 
might I direot the hon. gentleman's atten- 
tion to the fact that at a mass meeting, at 
which there were preaent all the leading 
citizens of Victoria of all parties, not only 
tho Conservative party but the Liberal 
party, and the discussion of that question 
retiolved itaelf into a reaolution demanding 
the reinstatement of tho post ofitoe em- 
[iloyea who bad loft on account of what they 
(vnaiderod a aerioua grievance, and which, 
Mr. Chairman, every citiaen of this 
city believed with them that they had a 
Borioua griovauco, namely, that they 
should be deprived of the n oney justly 
d'lo tlumi and which wuh voted fur them. 
Why did these post ( llloo oliiciaU not got 
the money that waa voted for them'; (Ap- 
plause. ) Tho other question relates to the 
department of which ho is tho head. Ho 
liaa told us to-nifbt of large subsidies being 
given to atoamships. I would like to ask 
why theao stcaniahipa of which they talk aro 
allowed to paas by this city, only anchoring 
outside tho wharf, and not coming in hero, 
as tbey should by right ? (Applause.) An- 
other e|UuBlion ia more directly in connec- 
tion with tho hon. gentleman's department, 
and that is why tho largo stoa\nor, tho San 
Pedro, is allowed to lie outside tho harbor, 
giving every one that paaaos by iiti adver- 
tisement that tho entranc'i to our harbor ia 
rocky and dangerous. I would ask why 
thero ia not a light on that placo ami why 
that atoamor— I refer to tho San Podro — 
is allowed to remain thero? (AppUuse.) 

Sir Charles Tupper replied : I havea pretty 
good memory ; I think there were three 
iiuoations. 

A Voioe— Kats !— and other iatorruption. 
Sir Charlea — Perhaps I am going tu an- 
swer this question, or perhaps my friend, the 
individual who iuterrupted me, is umbitinua. 
(Loud laughter.) As I understand, my in- 
terrogator wants to know why tho post 
nllloe olerks do not get certain money that 
was voted to them, and in this question ho 
puts tho cane, aa far aa my knowledge is 
concerned, Incorreotly. I sav no money 
was votrd for the poBt ollico cilijiala in the 
oily of Victoria that baa not boon paid to 
I hem. Salaries are fixed and settled for 
(idicials of the pnat office aa well aa for (illi- 
oialu in other ollices of tho govornment, and 
a certain amouut, called u "provisional al- 
lowance," was placed by Pnrliumont ub tho

London, Dec. 11, — Ex-Premier Giolitti 
produoed in tho IcaliitD chamber of deputies 
to-day the dooumenta roluticg to tho politi- 
cal men involved in the Banoa Roinuna 
Boandal. The radioal member* demanded 
the immediate readirg of the paperi. 
Premier Crispi aaid he thought that Signer 
Giolitti should publish them on hia own 
regponeibility. After a stormy debate tho 
dooumenta were referred to u committee.

dispo:ul of tlid govcrumenb of Canada for tho 
purpuho wh.uli tho voto implies, viz : pnivis- 
i )nal allowaiioea. A claim wusmade byothers 
ihin tho post tfiio3 oflioiala , at Victoria 
for a ehare of the allowance. While tho 
aulij ?ot was undir c^Esideration the post 
olfioo clerks and oarriors who claimed they 
had right to that money wont out on strike, 
that is they refused to do tliair duty. 
(Loud orios of No, no, they did not strike.) 
I Bay they went out on strike and refused 
to do their duty. (More iutoriuption) I 
am answering tbia queation to the best of 
my ability. Other gentlemen can speak 
if th^iy wiah, bub for the time being I have 
the platform at your request. (Applause.) 
These men went out on atrike. They de- 
serted their poats. They refused to do their 
duty. After that, tho c(overnnient of which 
I am a member punished these men for 
neglect of duty. ( Sisaes from the gallery. ) 
For such neglect of duty as that, so looi; as 
lam a member of the government of C.>n- 
uda, the government will mete out proper 
pnniahment whether the negleot of duty 
be in the olty of Viotoriu, in Halifax 
or in St. John. (Applanae and hiaaes.) 
Wo are not in Rnasia, thank God, but wo 
are in Canada where every man has liberty 
of apoakiug what he tbinka (applause), and 
when, to avoid the hiases of the populace, 
tho government is afraid to enforce its rules 
and reguIatioDB and to maintain discipliuo, 
then thu government of which I am a mem- 
ber will give their aeuta to other and better 
men. (,\pi 1 »uau. )

Had thneo men re- 
in .incd ut i htir poll a, tho PoBlmasler (lon- 
eral liiul ariiii god that thry ahiuld bo paid 
'roiD .In'y ai', uheii tho monty I havo ri • 
ferrtd to was pl.ici'd at, tho ditip.ital of tho 
L;i)vernnieiit, and aa hu v,'i;a uliout, lo j^lvu 
tho orilcr, ho lia-.'ing Ij'j( ii nb3"nt ( kriHive 
huiijhliir from tho gallery uml certain 
(irilt). There is no nect.'.siiy for 
thia ; you are the judges ; ynu m;iy condemn 
1110 i! you like, but in uiviliz-'d countries 
thoy hoar nu-n and condemn them lU'ter- 
warda. (Applause ) I say, that to the beat 
of my knowlodgu that decision was abou'. to 
bo given to ho carried out; through the ordi- 
nary deputy head of tho department when 
nowsjofj'hb strike react ed Ottav.i), and tho 
oonoluaion was Qrat todiamias tho men uhio- 
lutoly. Thkt was my opinion of what our 
duty to the couotry required ua to do : but, 
after disoustion, it was brought to the 
notice of myself and my colleagues that 
there were peculiar oiroumatancea here, and 
that in view of the extraordinary ezpresaion 
of sympathy from those who were first and 
immediately sffdoted, the oitizens of Vic- 
toria, for you can nnderstaod that your 
business waa tonobed rather than the bnai- 
neas of the Dominion, and it was in defer* 
ence to this that the government decided 
not to dismiss these men, but to 
pay to all who bad not gone on 
Rtriko their full allowance from the 
1st of July, and to take the strikers 
b-ick and piy them the ollowa''oe frrm 
D.cember 1. When I reached Victoria I 
diaouaaed thia tubj oi again with Measrs. 
Eirlo and Prior. I need not toll you how 
fully they shared in the feeling in thia part 
of tho country, and 1 need not tell you that 
they hud piosatdin tho strongest: manner 
poeaiblo tho clainia of theao men, but that 
their viowa were not adopted Is, perhaps, 
for tho same reason that I did not seo fit to 
adopt their suggestions to me in respect to 
tho department for which 1 urn poraonally 
responaiblu. But juat aa I have found oon- 
aiderablo light in thia city on other matters, 
just as 1 have found their arguments sup- 
ported etrongly by the friendly diaouaaiona 
at close quarters, bo in thia poat offioo busi- 
nesa. and whilo I am no: aeeking, as it 
would bo cowardly to seek, your good opin- 
iona, the information I obtained in this city 
has sho'A'n me that there is a good deal in 
connection with this case that, if known 
at Ottawa, might alter tho government's 
opinion. I may say that whatever (ho result 
may ho, 1 am aalittied that tho subject will 
bear further invoatigation, and I have en- 
deavored to got Messrs. Karlo and Prior to 
hold their opinions on this subject until I 
can induce the Postmaater-Genemt to lay this 
aubjact bsfore the Premier Sir J ohn S. D. 
Thompaon, who ia soon to be on his way to 
Ottawa, and then yon will obtain from him, 
and before the next general eleo'ioos too, a 
deoided and deoielve answer ooe]Wiky or the 
other. Every friend of those men in thia 
city, every fair-minded man In the pro- 
vince, will under anoh circumstances sus- 
pend hia jadgmenb, For the others I do 
not care. (Applanse ) 

Now as to why certain ocean Btoamers do 
not call here. To a large ixtent thia i|uce- 
linn is very much like the ono which faces 
the j/overoini-nt on the l'',istorn aido, be- 
tween tho liia! pnrta of Si. dohn und Hali- 
fax, onu "n the A'.liuuic, thu other on tho 
Hay of Fiindy. 'I'hoy are cloio together ; 
there ia rivalry belwet n them, and in con- 
noclion with tho propoood fuat Atlantic lino 
of steainahipa tho government might have 
been called upon to deal with tho ((Ufslion, 
and would then hwa had to dccido between 
ono port or tho other. Tho goveinment 
took thu other course ; they tool; thu bnei- 
nrfiH oourae, tho aonaiblu ciurae, and they 
took it before tho next general elcctiona bo 
that tho jipop'o may dotermino whether 
they dill righi, or did wrong. If ycu insiat 
upon u lino of flteamtrd coming to any par- 
tlculor port or porta of Canada lo tho ex- 
tent that you allow the gOTernment to con- 
trol tho movemnnts of tha ships and the ac- 
tion t,f tho ateani () companies in that re- 
spect, juat to thu ix'ont will you woiktn 
tho chaooea of gcnii'g thu proper pooplu to 
handle tho buaimi-H, or in fact to gut a lino 
at all. Ii'ake your buni .e»H arrai gementa 
as business men und lot i he tivaUies ot posi- 
tion and of business adjust tbomeelvea You 
may call that cowardly if you like ; I call it 
business. So long aa these vosaels call at a 
Canadian port, weoannot decide what that 
port I ball be. 

Then as to the third quoatinn, the Han 
Pedro. That waa a Valuable veaael. .Some 
men bad their all loveated in hor ; 
some men havo aomo valuablo property 
thero now, and to show that there has been 
no ub.widonmcnt on the part of the owners 
those who uro interested ani maintaining at 
their private exponao a light on that wreck 
shown nightly, aocordiiic to tho inforinalion 
of my ollioera hero. My dppartinent hua 
not boon anxiona to ruthle^a'y i/ilerlero and 
blow up and destroy that^ wreck, but in 
order that wo may not bo nculigont, wo 
havo already ou hand, und I would like thia 
to bo romoniberod, tho ncocacary cable and 
noceeaary apparatus for piiuing an olootric 
light upon that point to warn away other 
veasoln as soon us thnsu whoso private pro- 
perty is now at stake havo givi'U up tho 
hope of salving anything out of tho wreck. 
(Loud applauao. ) 

A vote of thanks moved by Hon. Theo- 
dore Davie, seconded by Thonus Earle, 
M.P., brought the meeting to a close.

How to tffoot tliit purpose 
ofFootively and nithoat hampering tho 
buaineas with regulatioDa that are purely or 
mainly vexatious la the objeob of both the 
Department of Marine and Fiahorioa and the 
men engaged ia fishing and paolsinf; tho 
aalmon.

MORE LIGHT NWBDBD. 

It la not diffiottlb to see that what the De- 
partineDC of Marine and Fisheries noeda In 
order lo rojfulata tho aalmon fishery of Brit- 
ish Columbia properly ia a moro intimate 
liuow ledge of the habits of the aalmon of 
this Picifio Coaat. It is only when one be- 
gins to enquire with the view cf placing 
himself in a position to form an intelligent 
opinion on the questions in dispute between 
the Department and tho cannora, that he 
finds oat how little ia kuown about the hab- 
its of the salmon even by those who profess 
to be guided by aoientifio truth. Da the 
salmon after apawning go haolt to the sea? 
is a qaestioa upon which it Is hard to get an 
opinion baaed apon olaarly ascertained 
facts. Mr. Wilmot, of tha Fiahorioa De- 
partment, wan when he aat on tho Commis- 
sion quite poaltivB that thoao salmon which 
did not dio up stream went back to the sea 
after spawnlni;, Tho reason why the resi- 
dents on the banka of the river were of a 
contrary opinion waa, he afiSrmed, beoauso 
the fish did the return journey fail first, and 
oonaequenlly appeared to the unrefleoting 
observer on the river to be going up stream 
instead of down. The worthy gentleman 
waa most tenacious of this opinion, and ex- 
hibited manifeab signa of impatience when 
anything was said in opposition to his 
theory. 

The Hon. D. W. Higgins, ono of tho 
Commiaaionors, who has lived long in the 
country and haa bad many opportunities of 
observation, ia of a very different opinion. 
Heaayalnhia report)— the minority report 
— "lam aware tbat Mr, Wilmob, baaing 
hia opinion on the characteristics of salmon 
in Kastern rivers, believes that tho aalmon 
hero when not CiUght or doatroyed by acci- 
dent or exhaustion return to the salt water. 
My own observation ertending over a period 
of nearly tbirty.four years leads me to the 
opinion that the habits of the salmon of the 
Pacific coast are not identical with those of 
the Atlantic side in thia respect at least, and 
that few if any go back to tho sea." 

Mr. R; H, Hall, who has had many op- 
portunities of observing the salmon in 
British Columbia waters and Icnowa prob> 
ably aa mncb about them as any man of hia 
agein the Province, fully agrees with tljo Hon. 
Mr. Higgins. Hero is tho report of what 
he said on tho aubjeot at tho conference be- 
tween the Miuister of Marino and Fisheries 
and the cannora, held in tho Board of Trade 
rooms on filoaday last : 

Mr. B. H. Hall pointed onb that all the 
salmon that Ro up thatlvers into the interior 
die. He had seen at the head waters of the 
Skeona, Eraser and Naasdead aalmon cover- 
ing the banks. They HO Up to apawn but 
none return oxoepb the ateel head, which 
waa a v*riety of salmon trout. Tho ladiana 
had v/oirR aoroHa the rivera at tho head 
watora lo c;itch Llio full coming down and 
only tho steel heads are caught. 

The Minister oharaeterized the above 
atatemeabaa the "most astonishing he bad 
over hoard, but it was certainly intereating." 
When tho Miniator road from a report that 
Mr. D. v.. Melvill had caught at tho mouth 
of tho Fraaer fish that had spawned, Mr. 
Alex. Kwen, tho veteran oanner, who we 
venture toaay knowamore about salmon than 
any other man in the Provinoe, Immediate- 
ly interjected, " If he had, he haa done 
what no one else ever did." 

Here we see men of oharaotor and Intelli- 
gence, who havo lived lougjn the Province, 
and who have observed - the habits 
of the aalmon cloieiyi arriving ab 
a conolosioa on an apparency simple 
matter exactly the opposite of that of tho 
"expert" who must of necessity be the 
Minister's chief advisor on matters in which 
Bk scientific knowledgo of tho habits of tho 
fish is involved. The regulation forbid- 
ding the oatohing and aelling of apring aal* 
mon is do donbt baaed upon the hypothesis 
that the Frasor river aalmon return to tho 
sea after spawning in uu emaciated and 
diseased condition aud are not fit for human 
food. 

We trust that since tho Minister has 
been here and ■ • baa conferred with 
the qanners faoo to face he will under- 
stand the men Better than he has 
hitherto done and will <ee that they are 
neither so greedy nor so uureaaonablo aa 
they havo beou represented lo bo. Tlio 
truth is the greater number of them havo an 
enllfihtened regard for their own Interest 



TAMIFMS FOR RSVmUB. 

The Patrons of Induatry have invaded 
Sir Richard Oartwrighb'a county. Sir 
Biohard ia evidently afraid that they will 

put in nomination iig:iiast him a oandidato 
whom It viil bi) hard, porhapa impossiblo, 
to boat. He is thoreforo trying to convince 
tha Patrons that be ia their friend— that the 
dififarenoe between hia trade policy and 
theirs is so small aa to be nob worth 
mentioDlng, The Patrona baliavo in a 
tariff for revenue. So does Sir Richard 
Cartwright. The Patrons' organ, " Tho 
Farmera' Sun," howovor, shows very clearly 
that the Grit financier's idea of a tarilT 
for revenue ia very dlffereab indeed from 
that whioh baa been formed by the Patrona 
of Industry. In a recent number of the 
Sua the differences between the Grit tariff 
for revenue and tho tariff for revenue tbat 
recommenda itself to tho Patrons are 
pointed out in a very vigorous and telling 
manner. This is part of what the Sun 
says : 

He (Sir Richard) looms up ngaia about 
his tarilT back in the seventies, when he bad 
things hia own way. How did that wotk? 
Did not hia law of 1877 impose a duty of six 
cents a pound on tbe poor man's Kreen or 
Japan tea and five cents on every poand of 
biaolc tea, all of which are now free T Are 
not these neoeasitiea t Dmi nob his own of- 
ficial retnm show that during the very nest 
year there waa added to these neoesaitiea 
S611,.31.'i G^-> for revenue purposeal Did not 
the same etatuto put a duty of air cents, 
wine ineaauro, on every gallon of coal oil 
imported for borne neocteity purposes which 
haa now boon reduced 'i Was thero not over 
two and a half million dollars ($'2, 51-1, • 
G.la S-l) added to anothernccesaity — augar — 
for rovoiiuo purposes, which now comea in 
virtually free, while hia tarilf waa so ar- 
ranged that every sugar refinery in Canada 
was closed down, and everyona engaged in 
that business was thrown out of employ- 
ment and driven out of tho country or to 
shift for himself in some other way ! How 
are the Patrona to look for relief from the 
imposition of such a tariff! 

Tbe unpleasant thing about thia from Sir 
Riohard'a atandpoint ia that every word of 
lb is true. The Liberal tariET for revenue 
taxed, and heavily taxed, tea, coffee, sugar, 
coal oil and other neceaaarics of life used by 
the farmer, while it admitted frao of duty 
moab of bhe staple prodaota of Canad^n 
farms. 9?he San doea nob forget to remind 
Sir Biohard of thia. lb goea on to lecture 
the Knight of the Diamal Conntenanoe in 
the following strain : 

During the vory timo that farmora and 
others were thus having milliona a year 
added to tho expenses of their actual neoca- 
sities, a lot of articloa entering into actual 
compotitioD with the farmora' own products 
in our own markets, were admitted duty 
free. Such was the case regarding corn, 
wheat, Qour, oatmoal, wool and the like, 
every dollar's worth of whioh could have 
been supplied by ttte farmera at home, for 
in all of them we had a surplua. 

During tbe aame timemeata tnoh as West, 
ern fed Amerloanpork and beef were admitted 
at anoh rates that . onr Canadian farmers 
were to ao ineoasiderable extent driven out 
of their own marketa in ooDsequenoe. It waa 
during this very time that even Ontario 
farmora found it did not pay to raiso even 
ooaroa grains or hogs, boef, cattle or rheop. 
Yet to this day Sir Richard doea not seem to 
comprehend why the Liberal farmers reject- 
ed him in Lennox, and why thosa all over 
the Dominion voted down bla government. 

lb must be remembered that agrioultnral 
produce in those days was nob pub on the 
free liab for mere forro'a aake. The Amori 
can farmers, who were wido'owako to their 
own intcrealB, sent inlo thin country largo 
quantities of corn, wheat, flour, cornnical, 
oatmeal, eto., and undersold the Canadian 
farmer in his own market. 

It Is just possible tbat bhe Patrona' idea 
of a tarilT for revenue Is more inooDalatent if 
not quite ao indefinite as that of Sir Richard. 
From tho ahovd cxtr-icts wo infer thut tho 
Patrons dosiro to havo I ho products of the 
farms and orchards of Canada protected 
while they would deny protootioa to other 
induatrles. Thia is neither liberal nor rea- 
aonable. Farmers can only expect to have 
the produotB of their industry protected 
when that protection la part of a 
system whioh extends a fair and moderate 
prottction to other native induatrica. If 
they demand that their industry alone shall 
be protected they will find arrayed against 
them the other native Industries of the 
Dominion, all of whioh havo quite na good 
a right to protection aa thn ugriciultural in- 
duatry. Thoy cannot have protection ior 
tho farmor and iroa trade aa regards all 
other industries. The Patrons should know 
thab bhe Dominion Qo^ernmenb can- 
not make fish of one Industry 
and flesh of another. It must treat 
thorn all aliko ; do that if thoy really want 
protection for agriculture they must consent 
to aupporb protection in gonoral. And lb 
will be hard to find a moro moderate and at 
the same time a mora equitable protective 
tariff than thab whioh now obtalna In this 
Dominion, If the Farmers' Sun exproaaes 
tho views with rcspaot to a tariff for revenue 
onlortuinod by tho Patrons ganorally, the 
boat as well us tho most coosiBtont thing 
thoy can do la to throw In their lob with the 
supportexa of the National Folloy. . < I . 



NOT APPREGIATBD. 

The Liberal newspapers of the Dominion 
havo ir<ade inch a fuss about what tho High 
Commissioner said and did while ha was in 
Scotland a few weeks ago, that we expeoted 
to see in the Eoglisb newspapers fall, true 
and particular aooounts of hia Sccittish tour. 
But, singular to relate, wo do not see the 
name of Sir Charles Tuppor mentioned in 
the Loudou Tinioa or any other 
paper in couneollon with tho Forfar- 
ehiro election. '.I'here ia a great deal 
about that eleotioa, whioh waa one 
of more than Common importance, 
in the Dcwepaperp, but nothing is 
said about the alleged interferocca of the 
High Commisaioner, Moro than half the 
long leader of the issuo of tho London Times 
of November 20 is devoted to tho dieoussion 
of the Oppoeition victory in Forfarshire, bnt 
the name of Sir Charles Tnpper is nob once 
mentioned. 

" Tiie defeat of the Ministerialist candi- 
date in Forfarsiiire," says the Times, " can- 
not bo attributed to the over-oonfidenoo or 
uncertainty of his party. Seldom baa a bye 
election been fought under conditioss more 
caloulatea to stimulate politioal intelligence 
and to act upon partlzin zoal. An unuhually 
long timo waa allowed to olupao botwecn tho 
announcement of Sir John Rigby'a intention 
to accept tho position of Lord Juatice 
of Appeals and the oleolion of bia anoceaBor. 
Meanwhile the Home Saoretar; bad de- 
livered a number of energetic apeeohea in his 
own noiffhboriug county of East Fife ; Lord 
Tweednioutli, luiolhor moniber of tho Cabi- 
net, and a former whip, auppoaod to ba 
particularly skilled in Scutch electioneering, 
had been ooostantly speaking, and the Prime 
Miniater himself had expounded the ad- 
vantages of bia policy for the apeoial behoof 
of Scotland in Qlasgow." And eo on for the 
better part of a column ; but not a ayiiable 
about Sir Chas. Tuppor and the part he is al- 
leged to liave taken in favor of thnOpposItion. 
The Daily News, the loading Liberal news- 
paper,i8 equally ailenbaa to the part whioh, 
wo are told by some Canadian contempor- 
aries. Sir Charles Tupper took in helping 
the Opposition candidate. It eays that tho 
result in Forfarshire was " a vory awk- 
ward, a very unwelcome, and a very un- 
timely defeat," It states further : " We 
do not, however, dispute the right of our ad- 
versaries to rejoice. They have won a no- 
table victory, and for somo time to come 
thoy will make the most of Forarshire." 
But it docs not blame Sir Charles Tupper 
for having a hand in bringing about ihla 
notable defeat. ' ' / "• •' 

The Scotsman rejoioes in the victory. . It 
says in conceotlon with the Government's 
policy with respect to the House of Lords, 
thab " it would bo diffioult to conceive a 
greater tlap in tho face than thia Forfarahire 
olootion ia to tho Government." It adds 
that the blow has been righteously delivered 
and is " faiu to hope thab it is bub the be- 
ginning of a new departure in several direc- 
tions." Yet the Scotsman is so incredibly 
ungrateful as not to make the slightest 
acknowlecJgment of the obligation that its 
party is under to .Sir Charles Tupper for aid 
received in the contest. All this shows how 
stupid it was for the Grit papers to jump -at 
the conclusion that the High Commissioner 
did anything with respect to the Forfarshire 
sloctlon in any way Inconsistent with tho 
position he oooupiea aa the representative 
of the Dominion of Canada in London.

Compared with 
Great Britain the inhabited pirt of the 
district extends from .John O'Oroat'a to 
L'lnd'o lind, ad iatance of COO miles, whilat from 
east to west there Is u 8lretoh| of about o.'JO 
miles of territory— giving an area ol 210,000 
8(|U[sre miles ! Kootonay and Vercon ex- 
changes refer to the revision as having been 
very carefully, completely and impartially 
done ; and similar opiniona with rispoct to 
it liave bopn cxpri'saed by those interested 
iu it. Verily this is "a country of dit- 
tancea." When one oontemoiates the mile- 
age covered to roaoh Riohfield in the far 
north, Donald and Golden in the far east, 
LiUoost or Clinton in tho west. Nelson in 
tho south, and Vernoon and Kamloopa iu 
the centre, for although 150 miles apart 
they are already rivals for tho diatinc'lon 
of being cinaidored the centre of the main- 
land. The voting atrcngth ofjthe furmer 
diatrict of Cariboo haa inoroaiod by nearly 
2,000 since 1891. As these figuroa repre- 
sent British sutjects only, tho general in- 
crease, iDoluding all nationalities, aexea 
and ages, must have been very much greater.

During tho past year the 
board hud iiiado repreBeiitutioiiB to ihu du- 
paitnient, poino of which had heou grantfd, 
while Sir CliarloH had inforinuii him thuc 
others wore iu courso of coiiaidtTutinn. It 
would not ihereforo bo nocdauivry for him to 
take up time in prcBeiri(; iho fcubjecC upon 
the attontioQ (if the Minlalor. 

Mr. V,. K Ronouf, who hud to du:il with 
the eiU j !0i cf the S m i'tdro wreck, lying 
near Iho mouth of iho hurbor on Hrotchii! 
reef. Raid he had noiicud thut tlie question 
had been pirlly doiiU with by tho Minister 
at tho public nicoliriK tho ni^ht previous. 
Ic had exoitcd lomo Burpiisu that tho wreck 
hkd not been removed trom thu rctf boforo 
this, and though a Nanaimo pilot was ou 
board wh;n the vpsaol had hncn wreaked, it 
was la waters under tho Victoria jurladio- 
tiOD. Niturally tc would appear mat the 
pilot) should have been tried in thu Victoria 
farisdiotioD, Deverthelrss be had been dealt 
with by the Nanaimo bjard. This seemed 
to suggest that there should be some central 
authority, if the pilotage system was lo be 
as perfect as was required. 

Mr. Robt Ward, who had to speak upon 
tie marine hoepittl, reviewed tho hiotory 
ol tho dilliaulty, stating that some time 0^0 
complaints had been made of the ansatlB' 
factory condition of that iDStitntion. He 
had hrou(;hti the matter before the Board of 
Tride, wnioh in a very moderate resolution 
had rf(|Uustcd tho department to look into 
it. Tliia hftd resulted in Bonio unpleusint- 
ueB8. Tho clii;ora of tho depurlment had, 
in his npinioii, ud j UBtitiikbly riiilitd into 
print and through the prOBB had priiclic .lly 
called him a liar. Xhou thu miitlercamo up 
in tho house throuf^h Mr. Eirlo and Col 
Prior, the latter ot whom mado a rather 
warm attack upon the Minlhler. He (Mr 
Wai d) was not iu a position to say whether 
the condition of the hospital wus satisfactory 
or not, and the roaoluiion of the board had 
simply been, not a conde niiution, but a ro- 
tjueat to look into tho subject. Ho hoped 
now that tho Minis 'er wua on tho spot he 
would make IniuirieH Tho ppenker under 
stood that the building was inadeninte 
anil beliijvud that Lregoiioi ioua eiiteroct In 
by the department with tho Jubilee hoepi- 
tal to taku cliargo of the sick mariners had 
frtileu tbrougV, He trusted tho Minister 
would see that the hospital w as put in the 
condition it shonld be. (Appliiuso. ) 

Mr. Croft followfd, uponklog upon the 
deep sea fisheries. Tne point ho would like 
to mike was that sarveya should be under 
ttken to locate the deep sea fiihtng banks. 
Great loss of time was oansed to those en 
giged la the halibut fishery by the banks 
not being known. If the Dominion govern- 
ment Bent oat a steamer to the north to sur 
vty in the same way that the U.S. gov 
ernment had sent out the Albatross, It 
would be of grett benefit to the fish- 
ing industry. Then another point he would 
like to mention was that at tho present time 
tho oatohing of salmnn in British Columbia 
is prohibited iu the salt water in the winter, 
and, us a conacquence, the salmon used here 
aio imported trom tho American side, 
thougli our own salt water teemed with tho 
fijh. Tha regulations ought to to bo altered 
in this reapfct. Ho also udvooated the im- 
prjrtution of KiRtern silmon fry for sporting 
o^'jaeta iia tho Coast silmon would not ris 
ti tho lly. Ho oonsidTO!) thnt the clr-n 
isUnd streams were ((uit;' Euitablo for 
K I'ltern salmon, addirg that Koscorn oysters, 
lobsters and blmd should also be pl»i;ed in 
cur watiis in the same way as the United 
States government had mado similar at 
tempts on tho American side. 

Mr. J H. Todd spoke of another source 
of grievance — '.ho want of telegraphic coin 
munication with tho A nericin side. There 
had once lu'en it cable iiiaintaiued by tho 
Do ninioii g ivornmen", hut it had been 
allowed to tail into disuse. The Board of 
Trade bad ssnt remonstrances and had peti 
tioned to have the cable service reorgani/. -d, 
bat for some reason not clear to tho board 
the rcqaeat had nob been granted nor 
treated with the courtesy the suhj-sct 
demand) d Then the board sought the co- 
operation of a company in Seattle, who 
( tiered to put in a oahle and operate it. 
Ttio ^I)ominlun government, however, fhtly 
r<'fuBPil to grant tho oanccaaion when a 
charter was applied for. It was highly 
nicedaary tint Victoria nhould liivo an 
easy moibj of communication with the 
]H('p!o acroas tho youuil. Thia iii'ittcr 
mid 1)0 brought to the attention (.fthe 
DominUn givorniiient en tin,', c mmunica 
iiuri nhglu bo ro eBtablifahed. (Applaiibo 
Mr. T. S. Futcher referred lo ihii nro a 
(ity of an ioEolvtncy act for tho D.miii ion. 
An act had pitsed the Senate last year liiu 
hud not been submitted to tho House of 
ConimonH. lis hoped that Iho govornmoni 
would take stopa to secure a good act as 
soon i"» poaaiblo, one that would work ccui 
omic 11/ and give tho creditor as much as 
poEsible of thu aBsetn of an insolvent estate. 
( ApphiiiHo. ) 

Mr. Hobt. Ward said thot for years the 
b )iird has atkcd tho Umiilnion government 
In pass an inaolvoncy law, and it was there 
f jro unnoecosary for him, in a gathering of 
business men, to dwell on (xistiug disad- 
vantages. What the board wished to know 
was why the Uominion government had 
ignored sooh an important question. It was 
the wish if the commercial community that 
such B law shoald be passed. ( Appiauao ) 

Mr. Todd, on the subj ob of teUgntpha 
again, said that he would tike to nx ntioi 
that with the .present service from thu city, 
when the aeoreoy of messages came in 001 . 
fliot with the ioierests of the present owners 
their eeoreoy was not altogether to be de- 
pended on. Xhis was another reason for an 
aUemative line. (Applause) He had 
known, he added, on this account moesageu 
to bo sent by mail across tho Sound in pre 
ferencu to tho present line. 

Mr, Kenouf asked if section one of tho 
fishery regulations, which required a Uconso 
to bo taken out, applied to oatching fish 
■svith a hook and line or trolling as well us 
nets. Ho would like to know, too, whether 
tho closo soaaon from Saturday at p.m. till 
Monday morning prohibited a man from 
troUiog for Mimon, m bnainesB men had 



only Saturday afternoon and evening if they 
wanted to go lishiog. 

Mr. Rithot, who was to have spoken on 
harbor questions, was unavoidably absent 
owing to hie legislative duties. 

Sir Charles Tupper in reply to the various 
questions which hod been brought up, touch- 
ed first on tho San Pedro— tho uosighily 
wreck at the mouth of tho harbor. All that 
had beeu said was true of almool any other 
great harbor of tho world. Ha had aoen 
such wrecks cn tho coast of Ireland, whoro 
with lavish hand tho Britiah government 
had tried to give tho very beat syatein of 
coast protection. Ho had already ventured 
to say (tiijially and would repeat; that he 
did not think tho department had given too 
much indulgence lo those who wished to 
save what ihey oouVl from the wreck. 
The law oortttluly gave tho department 
power to step in ut anytime an'i remove 
the wreck, and ho dared say that If, after 
his explanation, tho board insisted that tho 
wreck be removed, tho novernmeut would 
take tho oourao that Iho citizens of Viotoria 
demanded. (Applause.) 

They would forgive him if he did not 
dwell upon the old issue of the marine hoa- 
pltal ; thuro were enough living issuea to 
keep them amply employed. If there had 
been hard feelings at ooe time upon tho 
subject and hard words had been said, ho 
had forgotten ihtm, but remembering tho 
main facts he thought that bis department 
bad been unfairly attacked. He considered 
that after having instructed his oflicers to 
obtain all poeslblo information upon tho 
<|ue8tioD, and the department having given 
it thorough consideration, the attack upon tho 
department had been unfair. There bad been 
■ 'a great) smell about a little bit of pork." He 
had no Information that the place had been 
going to rack and ruin or that the sailors 
had been unfairly treated, and until he had 
there was nothing for him to take action 
upon. He was sorry that his efforts to ne- 
gotiate with the Jubilee hospital had failed. 
Marine hospitals with a large building fur 
ouly a few s .ilor patients could not possibly 
bo run as efliuieutly as an ordinary hospital 
with a great numiier of patients. The fund 
at tho iiibpijaul of tho government did not 
permit it to maintain so highly eilioient a 
aiall. N'overtheluHB Ibey hud ueen able to 
diechftrf^o their duties, but tho ti-pe:i- 
iliiure far outrun the fund for 
hoapilals ami left a deficit every year. 
For this reason the government had oloaed 
up the nuirino hoapi ala iu Eistorn ciiies 
a id hud arranged with other hospitals lo 
o.re f >r tho sick marinors. This had worked 
vjry silisfactt rily and that was his reason 
for trying to make an arrangomcnc witti I ha 
Jubilee hoBpital. Hy tho icrma of union, 
however, tho Djniiniou government waa 
bound to maintaiQ a marine hospitiil in Ihia 
provii oj and this forced him to rolimiuiah 
the idea Ttie riaulc had been that ho had 
inatruoled hii; ollisers to forward iu full 
ninotbly report! bS to all the requirements 
and the oondltioo of the hospital. 

The deep sea fisheries was a subject of 
peculiar iuterest to. him. Iti-wonld give 
him extreme pleasure If he could answer 'hat 
a ship like the Albatrcss woull be fit ed 
uut. But it was impoatible for the 
department to get all that it wished 
I'he Pacific coasc was, however, on the eve 
of a great development of the deep eea fiih- 
nief. Then it would be the duty of tho 
Djminiou gdvernnient to commiesion cruiB 
era to [iroti ct tho fiahermen aLd keep ( If thf 
pouchera who were hound lo omo. Tlieao 
veasela cjulil, aa on tho KLiatern const, alao 
act as exploring veaaela. As far as ho wua 
individu jlly concerned, bo would be greatly 
gratified if be could indnoa his colleagues to 
follow only the course pointed out by Mr. 
Croft. 

As to the prohibition of salmon catching 
in tho salt water during iho winter, he 
frankly ond fully pleaded guilty to having 
overlooked that in framing the regulations 
but, in pleading guilty, he wished to assocl 
ate with him otners ; for it was not till ho 
had come here that the matter had been 
pointed out to him. The ditiiculty could, 
however, be immediately remtdied. 

As to bringing salmon fry from the Bist 
to stock streams, lo wonld be easier if the 
question had been placed on a commercial 
rather than a sporting basis, for the fisher- 
men in the Easo had a prrjudloe against 
taking tiah from their rivers fur other than a 
commercial purpose. He WOnld, however, 
see what could be done with that. The 
members from British Columbia had con 
stantly urged tho introduction of Eistern 
oystera, lobsters and fish into llritish Colum- 
bia, and somo million and a half of white 
fish had already been placed in I'ilt lake 
It would b'l wiser in respect to tho other 
kinds of fiih to iiod out tho sucoeas of the 
Un tod Stites government, who were trying 
experimouifl ou Unci aimilar to those aug 
gtatcd. 

As to Iho condition of tho telegraph for 
vice, thin was a matter that had not fallen 
under his own (jrovinco and ho could not 
discuss it. Ho would reprtaunt tho views 
expressed to hia aatloagues, however. 

Coming to the insolvency law, the boards 
cf trade all over Canada had been acxious 
that a measare should be p'tssed, and a bill 
had gone through the Senate last session 
which had received ctreftil handling hy men 
of largo business experience. There was so 
much dilfjrence of opinion about it however 
that owing to tho lateness of tho session tho 
Premier had decided to lave 
over for further conBidcration by 
tho pubic Till, t It would bo again 
aubmuted to parliament wua what thu 
Premier had promiacd. Aa to theiiiuH'.ion 
put by Mr Kenouf abmit the (iihing regula 
tioni', atutiim 1 dnea cover all Uinda of 
fiihing, but tho praclico ha,l boon not to en- 
f irco I' pxi;"pt when, an bud happened in 
tho East, foreigners under tho guiao of 
aporthiiien did uiieporta:ii . nlike thioga. Men 
had coiiio across from tho States who, where 
the rod and line failed, had used dynamite. 
That waa tho reason of the law in the Bist. 
This was another example, however, ua a 
gentleman had put it, of how ill suited some 
Eastern ideas are to tho \Vest, and ho would 
have it rectified without any difliculty. 
(Applause ) Ah to cIsubo 9, relating to thu 
weekly close time, that only referred 
commercial fishing. The section would, 
however, be mado to read more plainly. 

Having answered all the questions. Si 
Charles weno on to state that he had, in 
eomo parts of the country got a reputation 
for being a great economist with public 
money. He wished to point out that he 
had under him a very capable staff, which 
bad doubled in number since he took ofiico 
Tho number of ooasli lights now in use was 
double that of 1807, yet the demands for 
lights aro so great that he hud approved of 
plana which oonfemplaled an oxpendituru 1 f 
nioio than ?'Jr)O,0OO, when ho could got par 
lianioi t lo grunt tho rnonoy. At preaonl be 
tweon f.'iO.UOO and $111,000 a year waa all that 
purliamont was willing to allow him for thu 
maintenanco of lights. Ho pointed out 
that in 1S7 I .5, ?1,'5,0()0 was expended in the 
charge of lit'hta ; in IK7H S) thero had boon 
no inorooBO, hut in 1H80 1 when construe 
tion began tho charges of maintenance 
jumped to §21,000, whilo In 189,3-J, out of 
sonio JDO.OOO appropriated for tho purpose, 
British Columbia got SG,;!,")7— not, ho might 
remark, an unfair proportion. For tho gen- 
eral aervioo of tho department thero were 
spent In 1878 in tho province S28,000, and 
laat year SGO,000, a good average for the

Dii \V.\LKfc.M moved tho socond roudisg 
of hlH bill to amend Iho lioineateud act, no aa 
to exclude from the exemption provisions 
thu sto^k in trudo of a man in busiiuai. 
He oousidorcd this very deeirnblo iu tho in- 
terest of the pub'.io and of tho niercuntilo 
commnnity in particular. 

&}R- S»IIia opposed the bill, as he con- 
sidered Bllaucb legislation ia nnfair In giving 
privileges to some olatses of the oommunity 
whioh are denied to othen. 

Hon. Mk. Davie nhile admitting tho 
foroo of the arguments in favor of the bill 
was in doubt us to ita wordidg, for he 
thou(.;ht it would be rather dlffionlt to 
ngreu upon cxi'otly what Is meant in all 
0»se3 by stock in trade. It Is well known, 
however, that in many caflus tho stock of a 
small Btorekecpei' does not commonly ex- 
cjciI ia totil viiluo tho amount of iho pre- 
Huni c xuiiiptidii of five hundred doliarfi, and 
liueh jiorsuiia tl!i'ri:foro have been pi'rman- 
ectly I X nnpled from tho ecizuro of thoir 
stock for dobta whioh tliey Imvo incurred. 
Ho would vole for tho noctjnd reading, but 
ho hoped that in cnnimitleu tho bill would 
bo eomowhat altered. 

Mk Skmi.i.n thought tliat tho olaaa of

Hon. Mk Uavie moved tho aooond read-

A olnubo 
lof t out by inadvi rtenco will provide rulea 
and regulaliona lo give tho act tlFiUt, aov- 
erninf4 tho number and remuneration ot the 
oomniieaiunura in (laoh inatanco, and to bo 
adopted beforo the vote on tbo act ia tbkon 
in any inunicipaliiy, so that tho ehc'.ora may 
know exactly what thoy aro pronounoinj" 
upon — how many oommieaionera they aro to 
huvo and what ilioy aro to bo paid The 
powera of tho coniiniHsionera it ia propoaod 
ahall bo in all reapects those of tbe niuni- 
cipkl councils, and no more, and thoy vi ill of 
course bo governed by the muolclpal act for 
the time being. Should the aot now iutro 
ducod bo applied to any city ho thought 
it would prove very acceptable, but even 
should it not bo applied its pasjapo will 
have an excellent eff .ct in keeping before 
the councils the fact tbot tho ralepiyerH 
have in their bands an t-fTaotive muanure 
whioh may be applied if ooostderod de- 
sirable.

London, Deo. 10.— Hon. Henry Wrixon, 
delogato from Victoria to the Ottawa inter- 
colonial conference, gave this evening a 
short forooaafc of the leotnre which ho will 
dolivor hero to morrow evening. After 
akotohing tho inception and progruaQ of tho 
congroaa ho will say that the AiiHlnilianH 
were Imprci and greatly with Uanud^'d one- 
neaa, and full tbo full value of feileratum 
and unity. Upon their return to Llieir 
homes they would urge union with ronnwed 
sincerity. It might bo that Caniuin, Ihivirg 
saved herself by her patriotic spirit and poll- 
oal Intelligenoe, might assist the Auntralians 
by her example. The remarkable features 
of the movement manlfeoted at Ottawa were 
tho warm foelioge of brotherhood shown by 
Canadians towards tho Auatraliuna, and the 
inlonao prido in the liirpiro and thoir loy- 
alty to thoir Bovoroign. Mr. Wrixon will 
piaiao tho conforenoo for its high aiin>i, and 
will omphaai/,9 Australia's desire that Kog- 
land bo dominant in the Paoifio.

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KNIFE WIBLDEB8. 

Three JapadcBS Aocnsed of Attempted Uurder 
-.A -Marrow EBcape. 

Throe Japanese reaidenta of Victoria — 
Oattw*, Karenago and Vumtiyaki— ure oocu- 
pantB ot cella at the city look-up, the churgo 
aguinai Otawa being that of attempting 
murder. His two coropanioDa are held as 
neoeaa^iry witnoasoa. The oirottinatanoea 
aro brii fly that two young white men were 
proceodiug to thoir home aorosa the Bay the 
other evening, when, miataking the ohar- 
actor of Gaawa'a eatublishmeut adjoining the 
Bay View aalooD, they knocked and lu(|uired 
for the ladies. Oanwu and several other 
Japanese men presented themsolvea aud, 
realizing that they had made a miHtake, the 
viaitora proceeded on their way. Ojawu and 
two others, of whom Yamayaki ie said to 
have been one, 'followed over the bridge, 
Oaawa leading. 

About midway on the atruoturo one of the 
young men, Mr. Wollaston, fancying ha 
heard the noioe of ateukhy footaiepa bsliiud 
him, turned juat in time to receive a knife 
blow in hia right arm instead of in the back 
— at whioh it had been aimed. The knife it 
ie claimed was wielded by Oaawa, Yama- 
yaki being close enonghap to be a witness 
of the stabbing. 

The knife out clearly through a thick 
overcoat and undercoat aa well as shirt and 
undershirt, and tore the arm from the elbow 
to the wrlat — a long dangnrous wound of 
twelve inches in length. Providential it was 
for WoUaaton that ho turned ue he did ; 
otherwise it is extremely improbable that 
be would now be living to give evidence 
Againeb bis cowardly assailant.

Uevelationa -ef the Most Sarprisini? 
N*t«re Made In the Com- 
miesioners' Report. 

CrueKicH lufllcted lii Direct Violation 
of fillies— Badioal Cliauges 
a Necessity. 

An undtfinod ausplciou that everything at 
tho iuaane asylum was not exactly aa upon 
the aurfaoe it appeared to bs, led the pro- 
vincial government to inatitnte an investi- 
gation. The result of that, appearing in 
the return laid before tho legislature yester- 
day in prompt reply to tho motion on the 
aubjeC, waa a complete surprise, to tho t;ov- 
eraoient aa well aa to the public, for while 
the cruelties now revealed have ib aeema 
been going on' for a oonaiderable time, no 
hint of aucti a state of afTiirs appears over 
to have been conveyed to the authorities, no 
complaint or request for investigation was 
lodged, and oGBcial reports, aa will be shown 
by a eupplsmental return, were of a reas- 
suring nature, in direct oontradiotion to the 
preaent eworn testimony of those who a 
short lime ago niade|them. 

A comnilaoion ivaa issudd by the Li'uten- 
ant-Govornor in Cuunoil on the 23rd of 
Ojtober, to Dr. ICdward Hasell and Dr. 
Chaa. F. Newconibe, of this city, directing 
them to inquire Into tho following matters 
in connection with the provincial anylum for 
tho insana at New Weatrninator, viz : "The 
sanitary and profeeaional treatment of pa- 
tients, thoaanitary arrangementa, the num- 
ber and dutiea of the otlicera and employes 
of tho asylum and their conduct, the cost of 
maintenance, and, generally, all mottera 
concerning the manaKement of tho asylum, 
or relating to the welfare of tho inmates or 
the public Intereata " The commiaaionera' 
findinga having been moved for in the legis- 
lature the return waa yesterday brought 
down. It is dated November 27. 

They report having visited the asylum on 
October S^l and the ten following days, ac- 
companied by Bupt Huesey of the provincial 
police, and thai, " We reviaited the aaylum 
on the 19ch, the 20Lh and 2lBt days of the 
present month. The ofiftolal stenographer, 
who took down in writing the evidence pre- 
sented at our 'first examination ba'ving dis 
appeared, together with his notes, rendered 
ic necessary to re-examine certain wit- 
neeecs." The portion of the report given in 
the return presented would make seven or 
eight columns of a newspaper, bob the fol 
lowing ci;ocrpta give the snbatance of it : 

" l)i>covering that certain gross irregular 
itiea had been committed in the treatment 
of puiietitB, after completing our preiimi 
nary examination of tho officers, we began 
on the ufternaon of Saturday, the 3rd 
instant, to interview in private Buoh of Che 
inmutea theniselvea aa either from our own 
oh-crvation, or from the remarks of the 
1 111 ;prH, wii juiig'jd could aeaiat ua with 
credible evidence 

" it wnu with infinilo tllllioulty, however, 
in moHl ciiaes, ihm. wo could iti(hioo those 
poor i)i.'Oi)lu to lifliiivo that they wciuld not 
bo severely punished if they reported wliat 
they had auen and aulfiirod. They repeated 
ly told us that speaking of it would do no 
good and would only get them into fresh 
trouble. Taken at random, from every 
ward, without any possibility of collusior 
they, QUO and all, told the same story oi 
cruelty and oppression. Tliey all gave 
the impresaion of being torrori/.ad, not only 
by tho punishmonta they had thoniaelvca ex 
porienced, but alin by the reports that had 
reached them, in eomo caeea no doubt ex 
aggcrated, of puuiahmeiita inflioted upon 
others. Thus, they were all aware of the 
man Schubert's death in a dark oloaeb while 
confined in a straight jacket, and they all 
know of the cage in the basement cellar, of 
whioh more partionlars will hereafter be 
given, 

" HavioK on the first day of our visit been 
Informed by Dr. Bentley that nn punish 
monts whatever were now imposed upon pa 
ticnts, and tbab meohanioai restraint waa 
only used by special order, and after proper 
inquiry wo were astounded at hearing pa 
tieut after patient tollini; tho same stories of 
inmatea being thrashed with atraps, of thoir 
boing kluUod, handoufTed for trifling oH'oncfs 
struck with tho fiat, ducked in cold watei 
until nearly auffDoateii, of their beirf; tor 
tared by semi atrangulation by means of tho 
atraiglit j tukot, and of ono man having a 
hand crippled for life by tho proloni(od use 
of a leather " mit," followed by inllinima- 
tion and absceBB. 

" W'o folt coiiipellod lo sift the matter to 
tho bottom, and hour after hour, for two 
dayv, wo llstcnod to most depressing tales of 
cruel and humiliating usage. Wo ro-exam. 
ined, on oath, all the ofiicors of tho asylum 
concerning tho treatment of patients and 
other Important matters, and fin- 
ally , took tho evidence of Dr. 
Bentlay, the medical superintendent. 
We found groat diflioulty in obtaining evi- 
dence as to punishmonta and restraints, 
owing to the almosti entire abaonoo of 
records of the troatmont of tho patients, 
either remedial or punitive. Impairment of 
meraorjTt too'^'was in most instances quite as 
remarkable anoDgst the o£Boen as in those 



undo'' thuir ohargo— in some oases more bo, 
" When undiir oath, however, a very dif- 
ferent alury waa oliuited from that with 
whioh wo hid been favored during our prCr 
limiuury cx'iniinalinii, and wo beliovo that 
wo are justified in alleging that according to 
the ovidenco of tho jjatiunts, as borne out 
by thi) adiniasiou of certain keepara and tho 
medioal auporintondent, crueltiea havo been 
ii.fl c'-ed upon tho pationts contrary to tho 
ulea of the institution, and that tho medi- 
cal superintendent has neither properly 
fuperviaed hia keepera nor enforced his own 

OS. 

• Tho clothing in oil thn warda waa clean 
and in good order. We obaorvod that 
patients supported by 4;ovnrnment, if not 
provided with clothea from tho outside, 
wore shirts and trouoera of white drill, very 
conaplcuoualy marked with tho atar of the 
asylum. PatientEi from the penitentiary, 
too, were wearing their prison dress. We 
think that%vithin tho lunatio asylum patienta 
should be both drcsaed and treated as little 
like oocvicfa aa poaatblc, and we consider 
theao branda objjctlonablo when placed 
where they now are. 

" There waa a notioeable absence of com- 
fortable chairs in the warda ; wooden 
benches and tubli a seemed to bo tho only 
furniture, except in fi, where we aiw a cana 
lounge, on which a helpless patient waa 
lying. The only amusements we saw wore 
a few checker boards and one billiard table 
of home conattuotion, and made by 
the patienta. Newapapera and hooka were 
few and old, We were glad to aee plants 
and canaries In the 'Chinese ward. They 
are the property of the head attendant there, 
who bouiiht them for the pleasure of hia 
patients, and is rewarded by the lively ^in- 
terest taken in them. The temale patie;)ts 
at tiinea repair to the recreation hall ,i^p- 
staira, which ia furnished with a piano, and 
decorated eaily with tho flags of all nations, 
tho work of the patients themselves, under 
the direction of the matron. Here they 
dance to muaio supplied by one of their 
number at tho piano. We witnessed ono of 
theao onterlainmenttt, and wore favorably 
Impresai d with tho good order maintained, 
and with tho efforts of the matron and her 
asaiatants to heighten the lot of the patients 
under their ohargo. In dull and rainy 
weather, the female patients alao faniuie 
themselves here by having a game at foot- 
ball in tho afternoons. The ball is soft, but 
tho game ia much enjoyed, and afTorda ex- 
cellent exorcise. 

" We were surprised to find that so little 
of the land belonging to the asylum ia avail- 
able for the use of the patients. Apart 
from two small yards or pens there is no 
place where the non-working pationts can 
walk or take exercise. Wo would strongly 
urgo that the present cleared land at the 
front and sides of tho building be made into 
a recreation and airing ground. Wo think 
a good deal of labor has been expended upon 
the medical auperintendent's grounds, and 
that some of this should have been expended 
sooner, at any rate, upon the grounds of. the 
aaylum for the nae and baaefib] of the 
patienta. Tho area of all the iand belong 
• m to the asylum only amounts at preaent 
to 20 acres, i'noluding the site of the build 
inga. We think that it is a great pity that 
any of tho original reserve was ever alien 
atud, and urge tho necessity of acquiring 
more if possible." ^ 

Tho implements of mechanical restraint 
or punlahment are deolared to bo " hand 
cuil't, leather mito, leather mulfs, steel 
ankluta, leather anklete for women, pinion 
straps, oamlaole, and alraiylit-j icket. Of 
I ho ueceaaity of tliia formidal)le array of im 
plementa, the like of which we havo novtr 
seen before except in museuiiiB. wo aru uii 
able to obtain Hut mfuctory evideiico, at all 
c vnnta aa remedial agents." The atriiight 
jickel (in whioh one man died) ia eepccliilly 
ojndoinred, because of ita physioul torture 
and the "humiliating effect of Bul>ji;cting ita 
viotim to tho ridicule and rough liorao-play 
of other inmates who are unablo by their in- 
firmity to pity bim. Ib ia mentioned that : 
" Another. very severe punlahment iaithat 
known as 'ducking,' or the 'cold dip.' 
L'ho patient is handcufTad with his hands 
behind him, his feet are utuatly linked to 
gother by auklors, and thus rendered help- 
loss he ia plunged into a bath nearly full of 
cold water, and hia head is held under 
almost to tho point of suffocation. This 
' ducking ' of tho patient's head is repeated 
until hu ia aufiioiontly 'broken in.' li)ating 
with slrapnia admitted to bo a very common 
ocourreneo, and aooordicg to tho patienta 
tlio liucklo end ia occasionally used. Kicko 
and blows with tho fist aro frtquont inoi- 
donta of treatment ; usually, it ia urged, in 
aolf-dofenoe. Ilandcuir.i aro principally uaod 
for general reatleasnesa, violence, doatruo 
tiveneaa, and to prevent aolf-abuBo." 

At tho time of tho investigation there 
were on tlio books LIS pationla, boing 12!) 
men and 'J!l wouidi), a net increuso of men 
and 5 w.Tinon during tho year, over and 
above those who replaotd tlio 17 patients 
who died and tho 28 discharged as recovered 
or improved. Tho report says : " The pre 
sent proportion of attendants to patients is 
one to thirteen. In Kngland it is found 
noooBsary lo employ from ono lo eight to 
one to ton. We recommend that In view of 
tho constantly increasing number of patients 
that additions ba made to tho staff. Sho 
and strength are not tho aolo qualifications 
ftr an attendant, and wo think it would bo 
well to ondoavor to soouro inon who under 
stand some trade and are qualified to inatruob 
patienta in useful ocoapationa. . ' .

Iho like have been done away with in luni>- 
tic asylums in Groat Britain for about forty 
years, and their place has been taken by 
humanor and more aoientific methode of 
treatment. Theae involve higher tjualiGaa- 
tiona, both mental and moral, on tho part of 
tho attendants than before, and in some 
casoa a larger staff, but wherever what ia 
called tho non-restraint system has been 
tried success has invariably followed, and 
wo do not know of a singlo ina*:anco where a 
return has been made to tho older and more 
priniitivo modes. The tables showing tiie 
nationality of the pationts at the New 
Westminster asylum prove that the inmates 
nearly wholly belong to the same races found 
in Britisb asylums. After a lonf[ and oue- 
ful inspection of the patients, too, we have 
como to the oonoluiion that there is no 
rcaaon why they should nob he treated as 
humanely aa their brothera and oousins at 
home."

ANOTHER CHINESE DEFEAT. 

LoNnoN, Doc. 11 — A despatch to the 
Central News from Antong says that a Jap- 
anese division on Monday, Deo. 10, defeated 
tho Chineae near Kin Kwa. Tho Chineao 
lost 100 killed and a large number of wound- 
ed. Tho Japs, whose loaa waa only 10 
killed and wounded, captured two banners, 
ten prisoners and a largo number of rifl?a 
Four thousand Chinesu wore engaged. The 
Chinese fled towards Iso Hu Ko. Fiold 
Marshal Yamagata haa'started for home. 

A despatch from Hirosehima says Field 
Marshal Oyama is still at Port Arthur. The 
Chinese are oonoentrating at Foo Chow and 
a .Japanese brigade under Gen. Noge ia 
marching to attack them. 

A Tientain dispatoh saya the Japanese 
have captured Kin Chow, 50 miles north 
of Shan-Hai Kwan. All reported quiet at 
Wu-lfu. 

Tho govornmont is informed that 700 
Frenuh troops have arrived at lamatava.
